INDEPENDENT LIVING COUNCIL FOR FISCAL YEAR 2011; AND DECLARING AN8
EMERGENCY.9

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:10

SECTION 1. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary,11
the appropriation and transfer made from the General Fund in Section 1, Chap­12
ter 308, Laws of 2009, is hereby reduced by $9,900 for the period July 1,13
2009, through June 30, 2010.14

SECTION 2. Notwithstanding any other provision of law to the contrary,15
the appropriation made in Section 2, Chapter 308, Laws of 2009, to the State16
Independent Living Council from the State Independent Living Council (Gen­17
eral) Fund is hereby reduced by $9,900 for the period July 1, 2009, through18
June 30, 2010.19

SECTION 3. There is hereby appropriated and the State Controller shall20
transfer $102,000 from the General Fund to the State Independent Living21
Council (General) Fund for the period July 1, 2010, through June 30, 2011.22

SECTION 4. There is hereby appropriated to the State Independent Living23
Council the following amounts to be expended from the listed funds for the24
period July 1, 2010, through June 30, 2011:25
